TRIALS OF AN EXPLORER, 
Bicknese and Agony That Livingstone 
Endured tn Africa. 

Writing on David Livingstone, mis- 
sionary and African explorer, Sir Bar 
ry H. Johnston says in the British 
Geographica! Journal; “During the 
winter or rainy season of 1868-9 Liv- 
ingstone was very ill, He had been 
wet times without number and suf- 
fered from terrible pains in the chest 
and pneumonia, We was often seini- 
delirious and subject to delusions, such 
as that the bark of the trees was coy- 
ered with figures and faces of men. 
He thought often of his children and 
friends, and his thoughts seemed al- 
most to conjure them up before him. 
For the first time in his life he was 
being carried and could not raise bim- 
eelf to a sitting position, ‘The Arabs 
were very kind to him fn his extreme 
weakness, but the vertical sun, bils- 
tering any part of the skin exposed to 
it, tried him sorely fn the day marches. 
“In July, 1870, bis feet were almost 
consumed with irritable, enting ulcers, 
pulsating with pain. * * * These sores 
were obviously communicated by mos- 
quitoes from the blood of the wretch- 
ed slaves who were tortured with 
them, JLivingstone could fall asleep 
when he wished at the shoriest notice, 
A mat and a shady tree under which 
to spread it would at any time afford 
him ea refreshing sleep. But In his 
last years of travel siecp was often 
made gad by the realistic dreams of 
happy English life from which he wak- 
ened to find himself {\] and consumed 
with anxiety that he might not live 

to complete his mission. 

“after 1860 he suffered much from 
the resulis of the decay and loss of 
his molar teeth, so that imperfect mas- 
tication of rough African food induced 
severe dyspepsia, and his bodily 
strength weakened under a condition 
of permanent malnutrition.

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CUZCO AND THE INCAS. 
Peru's Ancient City Was on the Plon 
of the Roman Camp. 

The ancient city of Cuzco, when lirst 
viewed by European eyes, was, dec urd. 
ing to the best authorities, a ret and 
wealthy municipality of perbaps 200,- 
000 souls. How old it was at that time 
we buve scant means of knowing 
Gareilasso would hare us believe that 
there were only thirteen Incas in the 
royal family line from Manco Capac 
to Huayna Capac. Montesinos, on the 
other hand, assures us that the Incas 
ruled a thousand years! Which are we 
to believe? No written bistory of the 


race exists—only the records of the 
juipus, those queer knotted strings 
which were the Incas’ sole ducnments 


and for which no archaeologist has 1s 
yet discovered the key, the Rosetta 
sione. 

Cuzco's original plan was, singularly 
enough, that of the Roman camp, a 
quadrangle divided by two intersecting 
streets into quarters, with a gate on 
each face aud towers at the angles. 

he Incas, like (he citizens of the 
United States, bad no more definite 
name foe the country than Tavan- 
finsuya, the Essplre of the Four Prov- 
inces, ‘he four streets of the capital, 
prolonged by great roads, divided it 
into four main provinces, each under 
the dominion of {ts governor. When 
thelr people came to Cuzco they lodged 
in their own quarter, where they ad- 
hered to their national costumes and 
the customs of thelr own province. 

the city today retains the same 
general plan, its two principal streets 
being virtually the old main thorough- 
faves. Its tivo eastern quarters lie 
upon steep hillsides; the two western 
sre in the valley, where runs 6. iittle 
river, the Huatanay, spanned by 
bridges. 

The northeast quarter was the Pala- 
five hill of this South American Nome 
and contains the palaces of the kings, 
for each Inca, after the manner of the 

toman emperors, built bis own abode, 
scorning to live in that of his prede- 
cessor.—Seribner’s Magazine. 


HISTORIC NOTRE DAME. 


— 
Checkered Career of the Wonderful 
Parisian Cathedral. 

Some account of the history aud 
vicissitudes of Notre Dame appears in 
the London Strand Magazine The 
first cathedral] was erected in the year 
528 by Childebert and afterwam de- 
molished, the same site being used for 
the present building, which was begun 

in 1163 and finished ip 1351. 

Alexander III. laid the foundation 
stone, the first mass being celebrated 
by the patriarch Heraclius, The grand 
old buildiug has been sorely beset by 
many dangers and has witnessed many 
sirange and stirring scenes. 

The reign of terror In 1793 led to 
such disgraceful orgles within the pre- 
cincts of the cathedral tbat ié was 
closed to the public as a place of di- 
yine worship in 1704, but was reopen- 
ed in 1802 by Napoleon. ‘The interior 
has suffered severely at times at tho 
hands of the mob and Individuals, 
The worst offender was perhaps Louis 
XIV., who, carrying out his father's 
vow, caused the destruction of the 
fourteenth century stalls, the high al- 
iar embellished with gold and silver 


statuettes, the cloisters, tombs and 
unique stained glasswork. In 1845 
restoration was necessary In many 


parts of ihe building, the work being 
successfully undertaken by Lassus, 
Viollet le Due and Boeswillwald. 

In 1871, also during the commune, 
Notre Dame was menaced wiil grave 
dangers owing to the fury of the 
communists, who, baving effected an 
entrance, collected all the available 
chairs and other combustible matevial

To Learn Farming. 

An interesting feature of some of 
the Government agricultural colleges 
and farms in Australia is that a con- 
rable number of 
h year set apart for lads from the 
United Kingdom. The equipment of 
these colleges is very complete. Stu- 
dents are given a thorough educa- 
ion in every branch of agriculture 
and stock-raising. Large areas are 


evoted to the growing oi all kinds | 


of farm crops and to orchards and 
vineyards, while the college flocks 
and herds are various and numerous. 
The terms are attractive. Lads live 
n the farms, and from $2 to $4 a 
week pays both their education fees 
and their maintenance. At Dookie, 
the chief agricutural college in Vic- 
ia, the charge is $175 for the first 
year; $135 for the second year; and 
$115 for the third year. In New 
South Wales the rates are $200, $150 
and $100 for the first, second and 
third years respectively. 

As the lads become useful their 
fees are reduced. (f the Hawkesbury 
Agricultural College in New South 
Wales, the Scottish Agricultural 
to Australia reported:

KEEPS BRITAIN’S SEAL 


| VISCOUNT HALDANE RANKS HIGH 
IN THE REALM, 


Lord High Chancellor Stands Next to 


the Archbishop of Canterbury tn 
Official Life—Personally He Is an 


Jntellectual Giant and Comes of a 
Family Famous For Its Learalog 
—High Academic Honors, 


Richard Burdon Haldane, the guest 
of honor at the American Bar Asso- 
ciation convention at Montreal, is one 
of the intellectual giants of modern 
England. As Lord High Chancellor 
of Great Britain, he outranks all oth- 


er official personages in England, 
save the King, the members of the 
royal family and the Archbishop of 
Canterbury. 

As Lord Chancellor he presides 
over the House of Lords, and in his 
keeping is committed the royal seal 
of England, which instrument has 
never left the shores of t*2 “Tight 
Little Isle,’ save once, and that was 
when Lord Cardinal Wolsey took it 
with him when he accompanied Hen- 
ry VIII, to France to attend the fam- 
ous cloth of gold meeting with the 
French King. It later cost Wolsey 
his job, 

Lord Haldane was born in Edin- 
burgh, on July 20, 1856, and before 
he was two years old he began to 
show signs of that mental superiority 
which is now the pride of England. 
Before he was two years old his gov- 
erness one day discovered him work- 
ing over a pile of dust. When she 
asked him what he was doing she re- 
ceived this reply: 

“If God made man out of the dust 
of the earth, why shouldn’t 1?” 

Such high aspirations were per- 
haps due largely to his splendid par- 
entage. His father was the late Rich- 
ert Haldane of Edinburgh, a writer to 
The Signet, and a descendant of the 
famous old Scotch family, the Hal-

Since his occupancy of that office 
he has made several diplomatic trips 
to various European capitals, and his 
services to England in every instance 
have met with universal approval, He 
has never married, but he finds de- 
light in stealing off to his magnifi- 
cent estate in Scotland whenever his 
duties will allow, and spending a few 
rollicking days with his young nieces 
and nephews, of whom be is very 
proud, 

His mind teems with ideas and his 
words can hardly come fast enough 
to let them out. He is the terror of 
the reporters at the House of Parlia- 
ment, where he talks longer and more 
rapidly than any other member. 

Lord Haldane, up to a few years 
ago, when he passed through a criti- 
cal illness, was an athletic man, He 
engaged in many outdoor sports, but 
his favorite exercise has always been 
walking. Even now it ts nothing for 
him to take a tramp from London to 
Hrighton and back, 

While he was obliged to give up 
his law practice when he entered up- 
on public life, it is very few lawyers 
who would not be willing to exchange 
their yearly earnings for the emolu- 
ments of Lord High Chancellor, The 
occupant of this office has a seat in 
the British Cabinet, a salary of $60,- 
000 a year, and a retiring pension of 
$26,000 a year for fife,

Defective Sanitation. © 

In taking rooms for the chil- 
. dren be sure to see that they are 
clean and well ventilated and 
also that the sanitation is good. 
Many cases of childish ailments 
have been caused by defective 
sanitary arrangements in their 
holiday home. In regard to 
apartments away from home 
particular care should be taken, 
for in remote places it will be

Emmerich is professor of hygiene 
and bacteriology in Munich Univer- 
sity. He has eaten queerer things 
than chalk. In 1895 Abdul Hamid 
brought him to Constantinople to| 
study the cholera, and Emmerich ate 
several thousand cholera bacilli and 
inoculated his blood with other 
germs. He survived the ordeal, and 
nov claims that while eating cholera 
germs is merely harmless, the daily 
consumption of a sprinkling of chalk 
is curative and invigorating. 

Emmerich and Loew have just con- 
cluded a series of experiments to test 
the influence of calcium chloride on 
the human body and the bodies of 
animals. They soon discovered that 
by feeding young animals on calcium 
chloride their growth and weight may 
be amazingly increased. Their first 
important experiment was with a lit- 
‘ter of piglets. They divided the litter 
in two. In feeding one half of the 
litter they added to the food one 


HERR EMMERICH, 
gramme of calcium chloride for every 


kilogramme of the piglet’s we'ght. 
That is, they gave to each piglet once 
a day a thousandth of its weight in 
calcium chloride. The other piglets 
were fed with exactly the same food 
as were the bechalked piglets, but 
they got no chalk. After seven weeks 
both batches were weighed. The pig- 
lets which had been chalked up were 
found to have increased by 155 per 
cent., and their rivals by only 75 per 
cent, 

From this Emmerich and Loew 
conclude that the normal food given 
to animajs and man does not contain 
enough lime. So they have made ex- 
p..iments with an ailing baby which 
had been putting on weight very slow- 
ly. Considerable quantities of calcium 
chloride were added to the infant’s 
food every alternate week, and the 
weight each week minutely recorded. 
It was found that in the weeks when 
calcium chloride was eaten the rate 
of growth was one-third greater than 
in the weeks when ordinary food was 
given. Thereupon calcium chloride 
was administered with food every 
week, and the infant grew more than 
noramlly big, strong, and animated. 

In the need of the animal body for 
lime there is nothing new. The nov_l- 
ty was in feeding animals with the 
«emical in an organic state. German 
military scientists show that districts 
with water rich in lime salts supply a 
larger proportion of conscripts than 
districts with soft water, Carnivor- 
ous animals eat the bones of their 
victims merely because meat contains 
vey little lime and they are driven 
by instinct to seek a supply of lime in 
the lime-rich bones. The same in- 
stinct impels domestle fowls to peck 
at stucco walls. Lime is normally 
found in large quantities in bones, 
lungs, and grey substance of the 
brain; but little is found in the mus- 
cles, except in the heart muscles, 
which contain four times as much as 
their share. The heart and brain, 
says Emmerich, require l'me quite as 
imperatively as do the bones,

ie not enough, The chief articles of 
diet—meat, bread, potatoes, and fruit) 
of the apple and pear class—are all | 
poor in lime, Rice, lentils, and cher- 
ries have much lime; figs have very

est of all is milk, That is why milk 
is the ideal food both for children 
and adults,

People in those 
days were not so careful of their 
spelling as we of a later date, and so 
they fell into the way of spelling the 
word with a ‘‘c’”’ instead cf an ‘'s,” 
so that Dunses soon was spelled 
Dunces. A dunce, therefore, signified 
a learned man and was a title much 
prized. After a certain time these 
dunces became very unpopular be- 
cause of their scoffing at the teachings 
of others, especially those who were 
progressive in their doctrines. They 
had a most conceited idea that they 
were the only realiy wise men, and 
it was not very long before the word | 
dunce became a term of reproach and 
signified a lack of good sense in the 
person to whom it was applied, and | 
thus the word became reversed in 
meaning.

| They Provide Likenesses For the Offi- 
cial Records, 

President Wilson will soon pose for 
the presidential medal. When com 
pleted a few bronze coples will be 
struck off, and then the dies will be 
placed in the vaults of the Philadel 
phia pint, alongside the dies of medals 
of the twenty-six other famous Amer 
icans who have preceded Mr, Wilsos 
as president of this nation. ' 

Since the medal made of President 
George Washington it bas been the 
custom to make the dies during the 
first few months of the president's 
sterm. This provides against the pos 
sible loss of bis likeness for the offf 
cial record. 

Although the presidential medals are 
made early in an administration, some 
great event or catastrophe might cause 
the reverse side die to be re-engraved 
If a man Is elected to a second ter 
the die for the reverse side is changed 
so that the dates of both tnaugura 
tions are recorded. A president's as 
sassination also requires the re-engrav: 
ing of the medal, so that the terrible 
deed may be handed down to pos 

| terlty on the same medal as that 
which bears the likeness of the mar 

| tyred president. 

| The reverse side of Lincoln's meda 
was engraved three times—first, short 
ly after his first election; second, after 
his election for a second term and 
again after his assassination and deatk 
April 14, 1865. The medals of Gar 
field and Mckinley were also re-em 
graved a few weeks after their assas 

| sination to record the fact.—Argonaut 


NEBO FOREST SHEEP. 


These Hardy Animals Go More Thar 
Four Months Without Water. 
Sheep in the Nebo national forest, 
Utah, go four and a half months with 
out water except for such moisture as 
| they get from the dew and the juices

Grazing sheep on a range entirely 
destitute of water is a recent innova: 
| tion due to the increasing demand fot 
| forage and the efforts of the forest 

officers to find a place on the forest

which bas now proved usable by sheep 
ig bigh and rocky, a portion of it be 
{ng above timber Hine, and it bas 
neither springs nor streams of suffi- 
clent size or accessibility to be used 
for stock watering purposes. The 
grazing season lasts from June 15 te 
Oct. 31, and during this period of four 
and a half months the animals de 
not get a drink, 

Under such conditions, however, the 
| sheep bave done extremely well, and 
|} last year’s lambs from this range had 
| an average weight at the close of the 
| season of sixty-eight pounds on the 
; Chicago market, which was rather 
above the normal weight from thut 
vicinity. 

In ole area on the Targhee forest in 
| Idaho sheep get water only twice dur 
ing the four months’ summer graz 
ing season. There is no water on the 
range, but the sheep are driven to a 
bearby stream lower down the moun: 
tain side. 


Skyscraper Towns. 
Opposite the postofice, in lower 
| Broadway, New York city, there bas 
| just been completed a building 780 feet 
| high which will provide working quar 
ters fcr 10,000 people. If all the mep

be made at any Local Agency on certain conditions
